lar ſins. The Cretians were bran- 
B ded 
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ded for a Lying People, Ti. 1.12. 
The Cretians are always Lyars: 
And the Jews alſo to whom St. 
Fames writes, ſeem by his EpiRtle, 
tobe much additted to the Sins of 
the Tongue ; and this is exempli- 
fied in the Grmthians,which were 
much given to Fornication ; and 
therefore we read that in Corinth 
there was a Temple ereCtted for 
this Sin ! One reaſon of the pre 
valency of this Sin amongſt them, 
was an Opinion of the Gertler 
which prevailed in Corrath, that 
Fornication was no fin, but a 
thing indifferent. Hereupon the 
Apoſtle in this Chapter pleads 
againſt this Sin; the argument 
he uſes againſt it is, That this 
ſinis againſt the right uſe of the 
Body of Man. Now faith he, 
The Body # not for Fornitation, &C. 
The words ſhew us the true 
and proper uſe of Mans Body ;

(2.) Afirmatively : But for 
the Lord: And this is amplified 
by another propoſition , which 
ſhews why the Body is, and ought 
to be for the Lord, viz. The 
Lord is for the Body : By the 
Lord is here meant the Lord Je- 
ſas Chriſt ; as appears by his be- 
ing mentioned with God the Fa- 


_ ther, ver. 14. 'and hath both 
' raiſed np the Lord. The words

Spirit returns to God that gave 
it. Eccleſ.*12. 7. This is viſible 
may be ſeen and felt ; and there- 
fore Chriſt demonſtrates his Bo- 
dy by this, Luke 24.

Now 
this Body 1s for the Lord which 
tmplies Four things. 


1. The Body with all the 
Members of it in particulsr are 
for the Lord, _ T he Eyes, Ears, 
Tongus, Hands, Feet, are for 
the Lord. T hey have all work 
to do for the Lord Chriſt. * And 
its a great piece of Skill to un- 
derſtand what is the main uſe 
we are to make of our Senſes, 
and of the Members, and Limbs 
of our Bodies. What is the 
chief work theſe are to be em- 
ployed in , they are to be uſed 
for the Lord, they are to work 
for the Lord Chriſt. 

2, The Life, Health, Strength 
and Activity of all theſe is for 
the Lord, Rom. 14. 8. Whether 
we live, we live unto the Lord: 
If we have better Health and 
Strength than others, it 1s that: 

B 3 in 
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in the uſe thereof we may do 
more for the Lord than others. 
3- All things that are. for the 


uſe and ſervice of the Body , are ' 


to be uſed for the Lord, that with 
them you ſhould ſerve him. W hat 
Chriſt appointed his Diſciples to 
fay in a ſpecial- caſe concerning 
the Aſs, and the Colt, Adat. 2143. 
The Lord bath need 'of them, 
is true in ordinary caſes. The 
Lord hath need, or uſe for them, 
your Money,Cattel,Corn,Goods, 
and Apparel ; that with them 
you ſhould ſerve him, your Meat 
and Drink, Preferments, and 
Eſtates, Houſes, and Lands are 
for the good of your Bodies; 
but you muſt eat and drink to 
the Lord, 1. Cor, 10. 31. You 
muſt honour the Lord with your 
ſubſtance, Prov. 3. 9. When you 
buy or ſell, or build, be able to 
ſay, I get this Money for the 
Lord, I trade in this Shop = 
tne 
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the Lord, I build theſe Houſes 
for the Lord. '-The Lord: Jeſus 
ſhall have all at his ſervice, and 


for his Glory. The Heavens, 


Earth, Scas, oc. - muſt praiſe the 
Lord by your Mout hs. 

- 4. Allthe time of Bodily Ser- 
vice. Thetime wherein we are 
in the Body is for the Lord. 
Pſ.'148.12,13. Both youns Men 
and Maidens, old Men and chil- 
dren, let them praiſe the name of the 
Lo»d. A young Boy cor Girl bath 
work to do for-the Lord. You 
ſhould make all your Works, and 
Recreations ſerviceable to the 
Lord. There is no time, but 
you may find ſomething to do for 
God. 

2. What is it for the Body 
to be for the Lord ? Account in 
ſeven particulars. 

(1.) Iris for the Lord chiefly: 
This doth not exclude our Natu- 
ral, much leſs onr Spiritual Selt: 

B 4 Neither 
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Neither doth it exclude our; Fa- 


milies, Relations, or the Publick; 
the Body is for all theſe in their 
places, but chiefly for the Lord, 
and for all theſe things in, and 
to the Lord. The Body is for 
Food and Raiment, -for to get 
Money and Wealthz &c. in their 
places, but the Body withall theſe 
muſt be for the Lord, as the laſt 
end. You may take all the good 
God hath put in any. Creature , 
for your uſe and ſervice, but you 
muſt honour and ſerye God inthe 
uſe of it, And its moſt certain 
that any Creature is beſt to you , 
and you have moſt of the Com- 
fort and ſweetneſs of it , when 
you do honour, and ſerve God 
with it: You will eat and drink 
with as true gladneſs of Heart 
as any Man alive, when you cat 
to the Lord, and drink to the 
Lord; and you-may- get, and 
keep riches with . as much dili- 
gence 
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gence, and care as others; ,and 
you will-take as much pleaſure in 
your Houſes and Lands, and Sil- 
ver, and Gold, as any when you 
look on your eſtates as the Lords 
and improve them for him, and 
are ready to forſaxe them for 
him- 

(2 ) T hat our Bodies' are not 
our qwn; we are not the chief 
and abſolute Lords and Maſters 
of our ſelves, ver. 19. of this 
Chapter: Te are not your own : 
Rom. 14, 7. None of us liveth- to 
himſelf : They were ignorant 
Atheiſts that ſaid, Pſal. 12. 4— 
Our Lips are our own. VVe cannot 
according to our own VVills and 
Pleaſures diipole of ſo much as 
a glance of our Eyes, or a word 
of qur Tongues. 

(3:) Our Bodies are not for 
Sin. T be Boay ts not for Fornica- 
#01, ſaith the Text. Thy Body 
was.not: made 'for-- W horemon-

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gers, and Harlots, thy Tonga® | 


was not made for Oaths,' Lyes, 
and evii Speaking. Thy Eyes 
are not for wanton looks, to

cleanneſs. God did not make 


the Body to diſhonour himlelf. - 


The Apoſtle tells us, Rom. 8.'12. 
We are Debtors, we owe our 
ſelves, but not to the Fleſh z we 
owe Sin and the Devil no ſer- 
vice, -we are- not to goa ſtep in 
their Work 3 God+*did not fo 
eartoully 'frame that Head, and 
theſe Limbs of thine for the De- 
vil, and Sin,* Rom. $. 12. Let 
not ſin reign in your mortal Bodies. 
The meaneft Finger or Toe in 
thy Body is too good to be an 
Inſtrument of Sin. | 

(4.) The Body js not for the 
VVorld; ſo as to be employed 
for it as its Chief Maſter , or 
its chiefend, Mammon' was not 
made for your Maſter; but your

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Servant : The VVorld is for you, 
and not you for the VVorld. T he 
body of man was made for a high- 
er buſineſs, than only or chiefly, 


\ , to gather and heap up the Riches 


 * of the World; and therefore 
\- when the Body & cmployed 
about the World, we muſt ſe 
we are for God therein, this 1s 
the true goodneſs of the World, 
that it's good to make a Man 
more uſeful for God , and more: 
ſerviceable to him. For a Man 
to be buſiet- abont Silver and. 
Gold, and about Houſes and 
Lands, and Goods and Cattels, 
except he can thereby do ſome 
ſervice for Gad, it is not worth 
the Labour of a Man, Prov. 14. 
24. The Crown of a wife Man is 
his Riches - Riches are a Mans 
Crown and Glory ; wher, Men are 
fo wiſe as to uſe them for God, 
otherwiſe they are their ſnares, 
curſe, and ſhame.

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. (5+) The Body is for the Lord; 


ſoas to. be an Inſtrument of Obc- 
dience to the Lord. Its to be em- 
ploy'd in the Lords work in that 
which-he ſets it about, Rom, 6. 10.

Our 
Bodies are at . the Command 
of God, © and ſhovld be al- 
wayes doing the Will of God. 
Whatever we do, we ſhould be 
able to ſay, We are doing the 
Lords Work, and with Our Sa- 
viour we are about our Fathers 
buſineſs.

all our actions, as David did of 


his. dancing before the Ark- 
2 Sam, 6. 21, It was before the 
Lord : 
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' Lord: And it ſhould be faid of 


us, as Rom. 4. 6. Hethat eateth, 
eateth to the Lord : Every Mem- 
ber of our Bodies may be uſeful 
in its place to bring Glory to 
God: And we often ſee, how ve- 
Ty much God 1s glorified by one 
Holy and Sanfified Body, Oh 
what 'a bleſſed place London 
would be, if all the Bodies which 
you ſee in the Houſes, Shops, and 
Streets were employed for the 
Glory of God. 

(7.) Our Bodies are for the 
Lord, fo as to be at the Lords 
diſpoſal. He may chuſe which 
way he will ſerve himſelf of our 
Bodies : He ſets us the bounds 
for the Habitations of our Bo- 
dies, As 17. 26. that we may 
fill our- places with the Name 
and Glory of God. He appoints 
us our Work and Callings, Mark 
13. 24, To every Man bu Work: 
A Miniſter hath his Work , a 
Tradel- 
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Tradeſ-man his Work, a Maſter 
his Work, aServant his Work , 
and whatſoever a Mans Calling, 


Work and Way is, he ſhould 


work for God therein , and la- 

bour to have Communion with 
God therein ; I Cor. 7. 24- Bre- 
thren, Let every Man wherein he 
5s called therein abide with God ; 
He mealures out to as our out- 
ward Eſtates, and Conditions. 
Some are to be rich for God, and 
others to be poor for God ; to 
ſome he gives Healthful, Strong, 
Comely Bodies; to others Sick, 
Diſealſed, Lame, Blind Bodies ; 
and however he diſpoſeth of 
them, they have their Way, and 
Work for the' Lord. And we 
often ſee to'the ſhame of others, 
how the Blind, Lame , and De- 
formed will find Work to do for 
God, and that in many Families 
a Blind or Lame Child becomes a 
Member and' Spouſe of Chriſt ,

The Name 
of the Lamb ſball be on their Fore- 
beads : If that be ſpoken of Hea- 
ven, its in ſome meaſure true 
here ;and its moſt certain that an 
upright, holy Saint, carries ſuch 
a preſence with him, that-it 
daunts oftentimes the Wicked , 
and the very ſight of them puts 
Gods Children in mind of their 
Father and Saviour.

12.8. The Lord Jeſus himſelf 
will in Effet ſay, Lhis is my 
dear Spouſe and Bride; theſe are 
| they that loved me, and ſerved 
me, and ſuffered for me, and 
were never aſhamed of me. Yon- 
der Tongues have ſpoken many 
good words for me, and yon- 
der hands have reached out many 
a kindneſs to me. 

Laſtly, 'T hey ſhall with their 
Bodies ſit with Chriſt to Judge 
the World, 1 Cor. 6.2, 3. The 
_ Worldof Ungodly Men, and all 
the wicked Angels, and Devils in 
Hell, muſt ſtand before the Saints 
to be judged by them: Indeed 
Jeſus Chriſt is the Chief and Su- 
pream Judge , but all his Saints 
ſhall fit with him in Glory, as 
his Members, with all their Bo- 
dies, like his glorious Body : 
So. that they ſhall then be like 
him, 1 John 3. 2. And they ſhall 


_ op” 
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; prove and apMaud the juſt Judg- 
ment of Chriſt; though they 
ke Jeſus Chriſt judging their Pa- 
rents to Hell ; yet they ſhall ſee 
his Juſtice ſo glorious and excel- 
lent, and thetr own Glory will be 
fo great , that they will be ſo far 
above the trouble for the Dam- 
nation of the neareſt Relation, 
that they will applaud , and ex- 
alt the Righteous Judgment of 
Chriſt therein. Itell you Chri- 
ftians, the pooreſt and meaneſt ' 
Saints of God , whom you oft ſee 
cloathed in Rags, who are ac- 
counted the Sink and Jakes of the 
World, ſhall ſhortly appear in 
fuch Majeſty and Glory, that the 
higheſt, and prondeſt Ungodly 
Monarchs in the World will be 
aſhamed and tormented to look 
them in the face. 
Laſtly, Conſider what he doth 
for their Bodies for ever. In 
three particulars:

15, 43- Thy Body muſt 
laſt as long as thy Soul, or as the 
Angels in Heaven, or as the Bo- 
dy of Chriſt: Here the moſt 
healthful are but a Vapour, 
which appear but a while , and 
then vaniſh away » Jam. 4. 14, 
What's become of all the bodies 
of the Men in the Ages before us, 
which were once in the Streets, 
Shops, Houſes, and Congrega- 


' tions, as you ſee the Bodies of 


Men now ?, What's become of the 
bodies of your Parents, Grand- 
fathers, and Grandmothers, they 
are all vaniſht away; but the 
other World is aWorld,without 
Sickneſs, Death, or Graves ; your 

very Bodies'muſt live for ever. 
(2.) They ſhall live in the So- 
ciety of Bleſſed Angels. As the 
Devils are Haters, ſo the Holy 
Angels arc Lovers of Mankind - 
| They 


ho \ 
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They love the Bodies of Saints, 
and are undoubtedly Inſtruments 
of much good to them here ; and 
they ſhall be in the bleſſed Com- 
pany of theſe Spirits for ever ; 
See Lech. 3. 7. 

3. They ſhall with their glo- 
ried bodies, live in the Everlait- 
ing view and ſight of the glori- 
ous body of Chriſt, and of the 
glorified bodies of one another, 
John 17. 24. Thou ſhalt fee the 
Body of Chriſt as the Budy of 
thy Husband, Head,and Saviour ; 
thou ſhalt ſee the body of Abra- 
bam, Iſaac, and Jacob, Paul, and 
Peter, and be able to ſay, This 
is the Body of Paul, Peter, and 
Fobn. T his is the body of Brad- 
ford, and Philpor, &c. Your Bo- 
dies ſhall be cloahted without 
Silks, or Sattins ; fed without 
Meat and Drink ; Rich without 
Silver and Gold ; and your Bo- 
dies and Souls in nearer Commu- 

nion 
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nion with God,. then they would 
be here, though in the moſt de- 
- firable frame, you could hear a 
Paul in the Pulpit every day. 


Reaſon, Why is the Lord Jeſus 
for the Body. 

1. God the Father hath given 
our Bodies as well as our Souls to 
Chriſt, to be made happy by him. 
Jobn 6. 39. It's the body that was 
given to Chriſt to be raiied npat 
the laſt day, and not a Finger or 
Toe ſhall be loſt, if the having 
_ of it will make it thy happinels. 


2. Chriſt 1s fitted to be a Sa- 
viour of the Body, as well as the 
Soul, Heb. 10. 5. Jeſus Chriſt 
hath the Body, as well as the 
ſoul of man,which inclines him to 
love Mens Bodies, and his Myſti- 
cal Body is-to be made of the Bo- 
dies of his People, as well as their 
Souls z; who as the Apoſtle ſaith, 
are 
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are Members of his Body, Fleſh, 
and of his Bones, Eph. 5. 30. 

3. He carries on the whole 
Work of Salvation, with reſpe&t 
to our Bodies ; He dyed for our 
bodies, roſe again for our Bodies, 
that they might riſe with him, 
and he intercedes in Heaven, for 
our Bodies , and at the day of 
Judgment will raiſe up, and glo- 
rifie our Bodies ; for he is the Sa- 
viour of the whole Man , Body 
as well as Soul. 


USE 1, Of Information. Of 
three things. | 

1. This informs us what an 
unſpeakable priviledge it is to be 
' a Child of Gad, to have the Lord 
of all the World, for our Bodies 
as well as for our Souls. We 
would think our ſelves happy, if 
the Princes, and Nobles, and 
great ones of the World were 


for us, if we had their Love, and 
Fayour, 
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Favour ; fo that they would im- 
prove. their Power, and Intereſt 
for our good, but this hath not 
always been the Lot of Gods Peo- 
ple ; but the Lord is for us : Infi- 
nite Wiſdom and Power, and 
Goodneſs for us ; for Believers 
are 4 part of Chriſt, a Self of. 
Chriſt, and certainly he will im- 
proveall for the good, and Glo- 
ry of his whole Self. 

2. It informs us of the dread- 
ful condition of wicked men what 
a ſad ſtate are they in both as ro 
their Bodies, and Souls. I am 
now ſpeaking of the Body, thon 
haſt got good Meat and Clothes 
for the Body, good Hovies and 
Lands for thy Body , but 1s the 
Lord for the Body ? No, this 
great Lord is againſt thy Body. 
Infinite Power, and Wiſdom,and 
Juſtice will be all ſet on work to 
torment thy Body. Thou canſt 
not endure an aching Tooth, a 
broken 
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broken bone, a fit of the Stone, 
or Gout : The pains of a Tra- 
velling Woman :. Oh little doſt 
thou think what thy Body is to 
endure for ever. Go and dreſs 
thy ſelf, make thy ſelf fine, ſet 
out thy ſelf to the beſt, look in 
the glaſs, ſee if every hair or pin 
ſtand right, but remember what 


that head and face, and arms, and 


Limbs muſt ſuffer, when they 
burn in Hell. Oh Sinners, pity 
your Souls and Bodies, and never 


reſt till thou haſt. got the Lord - 


for thy Body, I tell thee, thy 
body hath more necd of Chriſt, 
than of Meat and Drink. 

3. It informs us what are the 
greateſt and beſt things for the 
body, you may know this by con- 
fidering what the Lord doth for 
the body ; For certainly Chriſt & 


his Spoule live beſt, and fare beſt, 


and are always moſt happy : And 
if it were beſt to be Lords and 


Ladies, Nobles and Princes, do 
you 
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you think Chriſt would not make 
his Members and Spouſe fuch? 
Can any be ſo fooliſh 2s to think 
that Chriſt doth more for Turks 
and Pagans, than he doth for 
himſelf, and for his own Body ; 
and therefore we muſt conclude 
that the beſt thtngs are among(t 
Gods Children to be Holy and 
Happy, to live a life of Godli- 
neſs and Obedience to God, in or- 
der to Glory, this muſt needs be 
the beſt, for this is that which 
the Lord who is for the: Body, 
doth in Infinite Wiſdom and 
Love chuſe for, and give to his 
eople ; we mult believe that the 
ſt and worſt things are reſery'c 
The Wicked for the moſt part 
have the Gold and Silver, Ho- 
nours and Pleaſures of the 
World', 'Oh but conſider what 
is reſerved for them, is relerved 
the blackneſs of darkneſs foy 
ever, Jude 13, Gods people are 
often poor, afflicted, and perſe- 
G cuted. 
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cuted in this World : But there 


is an Inheritance [ncorreptable that 
fadeth not away, reſerved 4n the 
Feavens for them, 2 Pet, 1. 4, Its 
a ſweet comfort to think that 
thoſe things which ezre beſt at 
preſent;are moſt durable : If ſpirt- 
tual things were tolaſt no longer 
than the Vanities of the World, 
yet for the preſent, they are bet- 
ter than the Riches, Honours,and 
Pleaſures of the. World ; if we 
had but a day in Gods Courts, 
its better than a Thouſand elſe- 
where, P/. 84. but they are not 
only incomparably belt at pre- 
fent,' but they are Everlaſting. 


USE 2, Of Comfort to the 
Godly : In three Particulars. 


1. This ſecures to us the Pro- 
vidence and- Care of God in out- 
word things for the Body. The 
Lord 1s ſo for the Body, that

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we may be aſſured the body ſhall 
not wait any thing that is good 
for us in order to our Eternal 
Happinels. Indeed its fit we 
ſhould leave it to God, who hath 
more Wiſdom to know what is 
good for us, and more love to 
give what is good for us, than 
we have; to chuſe to do us good. 
in his own way, He knows beſt 


how to uſe his own care, to ex-: 


erciſe his own Providence, and 
to ſhew his own Love, itsenough 
for us to know that the Lord, 
with the Infinite Wiſdom, Po- 
wer, and Love of the Godhead: 
is for us, ſo as to be the Cauſe 
of our Eternal Happineſs ; but 
ſeeing we may believe that this 
will be the effect, and that the 
cauſe is ſufficient to work it, we 
may well leave it to God to take 


his own way to make ns blefled z.

' there pleading againſt our inor- 
dinate care about the Body ; and 
faith he, Fear not, for it s your Fa- 
thers good Pleaſure. to give you the 
Kingdom of Heaven, and there- 
fore ſhall not want what is good 
for you in your way thither. 
2, Comfort againſt all the E- 
nemies of your Bodies, we have 
more for the Body than can be 
againſt it : For the Lord is for 
the Body, and if God be for us, 
who can be againſt us, Rom. 8, 21, 
And on this account, fear not 
them that can kill the Body : 
For if the Lord be for the Bo- 
dy, fear not all that Wicked Men 
can do to the Body, let them 
fpoil us, impoveriſh us, impri- 
fon, kill us, yet they do but ful- 
fil the Counſels of the Lord for 
the _ : For as long as the 
Lord is for the Body, things that 


are feemingly againſt the Body, 
are indeed for the body, for the 
Lord 


| 
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Lord rules all, and turns it to 
the Welfare of the Body. 

3. Comfort againſt Death : 
If the Lord is for the Body, then 
Death is for the Body too : It 
comes from the Lord as a bleſſing 
on the Body, to fulfil his good 
Wil and Counſel concerning it 
and therefore welcome Death, 
the Body cannot be happy in 
this World: This World of 
Meat and Drink, and Money, 
&c. Cannot ſo much as make 
the body of Man happy; the 
Body muſt die, or at leaſt be 
changed before it can be happy. 
And therefore take a full view of 
Death, ofthe Grave, of Worms, 
of Rottenneſs, See Fob 19. 25, 
26, 27. 1 know that my Redeemer 
laves, &c. Believe this, that the 
Lord is for the Body, and then 
fay, Death take my Body, Grave 
cover my Body, Worins eat my 
Body? yet the Lord will be ſtill 

G 3 for 
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for the Body, and he will raiſeit 
up; I ſhall ſee him, and ſtand 
before him at the laſt day , and 
he like him, and appear with 
him in' Glory. 

Laſt uſe of Exhortation to 
three Duties. | 

1. Bleſs the Lord for what he 
doth for the body : Its the Lord 
that gives you Lite, Health, Lt 
berty and Eſtates; and there- 
fore obſerve and take notice of 
the Lord in all your Mercies to 
the body. You which are Trade(- 
men, if a Cuſtomer come into the 
Shop , its the Lord which ſends 
him for thy good, and deal with 
him as coming from the Lord. 
See your Tables fill'd with the 
Lord , eſpecially if you were ever 
enabled to do him any bodily fer- 
Vice. 

2. Pray to the Lord for the 
body ; there is care and love in 
the Lord for the body, but it | 


muſt.be drawn out by Prayer : As 
there. 
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there is Milk' in the Mothers 
breaſt,for the child, but the child 
muſt ſuck and draw it out of the 
breaſts into his own body ; ſo we 
muſt by Faith and Prayer, ſuck 
and draw out Mercies from the 
Lord both for Soul and Body. 

3. Live as thoſe who look for 
the Lord Jeſus, to ſhew himſelf 
for the body ; to make the body 
compleatly blefled and happy 
Ram. 8. 28. We groan within our 
ſelves, &c, Obſerve, We groan 
within our ſelves, viz. in the 
moſt inward parts of Hearts and 
Souls, waiting for the Adoption, 
viz, the full poſſeſſion of the In- 
heritance which by Adoption be- 
longs to us, viz. the Redempti- 
on of our Bodies, We look and 
wait that our. bodies be freed 
from Sin and Death , and made 
perfectly glorious with Chriſt, 
let us live as thoſe who look for 
ſuch things.

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(1.) As ever you expeCt to be 
like Chriſt at the Day of Judg- 
ment,Labour to be like him now, 
I Fob 3.

(2.) Labour to be ſuch as 
Chriſt may own you, and accept 
you at the day of Judgment, 
2 Pit.

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miſts.) He applyed himſelf to 
Merchandiſe, wherein he was 
Skilfn], diligent, and juſt and 
faithful : When he was about 
Thtrteen or Fourteen years old, 
it pleaſed God to turn his Heart 


to himſelf; hetold a Holy and 


Judicious Perſon nearly Related 
to him, the Time when, and 
Place where Infinite Grace began 


that bleffed Work: wherein 


ſomething was ſo ſignal that 


made ſuch an abiding Impreſſion 


upon him, as to ſay with David, 


Pſal. 119. 93. 1 will never forget 


thy Precepts, for with them thou haſt 
quickned me. It pleaſed God to 
exerciſe him with divers; AffiCti- 
ons, eſpecially Bodily Diſtem- 
pers, which for four or five years 
before he died, were often ac- 


companied with ſtinging Pains; 
but in all God had his Heart and 


Love, and he poſleſſed his Soul 
in Patience : This is erideng by 
AF eve- 
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ſeveral Letters which he writ to 
his Holy, Learned, aad Judicious 
Brother , Mr IWillam Lorimer, 
Miniſter of the Goſpel , part. of 
which 1 thought fit to Communt- 
cate. | $0 

In Feb 23..1583*, Aﬀer his Re- 
covery from a dangeros Sick- 
neſs, he writ to him thns, What 
(hall I render to the Lord for all bis 
benefits, who bealeth my Diſcaſer, 


and crowneth mz with loving kind- 


neſs, and tender Mercies. O that 
I may n9 more live to my ſelf, but 
to God my moſt Graci.us and Ate 
mighty De!iverer ;, for this I deſire 
our Prayers, and to return thanks 
to God through Feſus Chriſt on my 
behalf. 
On Zune 7. 1637. He wrote to 
him of the Death of their Dear 
Mother : Some .of his Words 


. therein are theſe : O chat through 


the hope of our being alſo with te 
Lord, we may purifie our ſelves «s
